Mcnthan said Pctain had not yet 
entered France, denying a French 
press agency- report that the mar- 
shal and his party crossed the 
Swiss frontier near Geneva this 
morning. 


An almost complete news black- 


out has been thrown over details 
of the marshal's return in offi- 
cial French circles. 


Upon arrival, however. Petain 


will be held under heavy guard 
at the fortress in the Paris su- 
burbs. 
Like any other man ac- 


cused of a major crime in France 
he will be denied any visitors ex- 
cept defense counsel. 


There was every indication that 


France already had been torn 
apart by the dramatic arrival at 
the Swiss frontier yesterday of 
the aged marshal and his an- 
nounced intention of returning to 
France to stand trial.

San Francisco. April 25—(AP,) 


—Wilh one chair for Poland dra- 
matically empty. '16 victorious na- 
tions of World War II assemble in 
their first historic political con- 
ference today to try to blueprint 
machinery for preventing World 
War III. 


This is the day that millions of 


people over the earth have waited 
and worked for through the years 
of fighting to the verge of victory. 
It dawned -bright with expressions 
Of hope for lasting peace, yet dark- 
ened by one cloud—the Anglo- 
American dispute with Russia over 
Poland. 


Barring some'dramatic move. by. 


Premier,Marshal Stalin of Russia, 
that dispute on Polish representa- 
tion at the conference is as dead- 
locked today as ever—splitting the 
ranks of the allied powers in the 
moment they strive for unity. 


Otherwise there is evidence of 


close big-power cooperation which 
members of Uic American group 
inlcipret to mean that Russia is 
determined to help the conference 
succeed and is already making 
concessions for Uiat purpose. 


Preliminary Conferences 


This conference city is abustlc 


with activity. The American.dele- 
gation scheduled a prc-confcrcnce 
caucus at 11:30 (Central War 
Time) with Secretary of State 
Stcttinius. Russian members met

Under them will be a 
coordinating commission, or working committee, who will represent 
the four zones of occupation attempting to apoly general policy In 
the different zones. The third echelon, a central military body, will 
administer former German ministries, except those unnecessary 
after defeat, such as Ministries of Propaganda Defense, Munitions, 
and Aviation. General Eisenhower will be the No. 1 American 
representative, with Maj.-Gen. Lucius D. Clary as his deputy.
